Mrs. Edith Nourse Rogers led the ticket, 
polling 3241 votes, leading Herbert Hoover 
»y 21 votes. Mrs. Rogers defeated Cornelius 
F. Cronin of Lowell by 2121 votes, the 
largest majority of any candidate. Lieut. 
Governor Allen polled 3196, and had a lead 
of 1890 over Gen. Cole. The Democratic 
eee made the best showing in Precinct 


Thaxter Eaton in the local Representative 
contest in the 6th District, which includes 
South Lawrence, ran ahead of the ticket and 
polled 3095 votes, and his Republican asso- 
ciate, Arthur A. Thomson, 2482, Representa- 
tive Thomas J. Lane received 1313 and 
Representative Arthur Ganley, 1158. 

_ The overwhelming number of votes cast 
in South Lawrence for the Democratic can- 
didates, Lane and Ganley, resulted in their 
election, although in the grand total Eaton 
tan behind Ganley by only 181 votes. The 
figures are as follows: Ward 6, South Law- 
rence; Eaton, 1416; Ganley, 3534; Lane, 
4912; Thomson, 1448. Grand totals: Eaton, 
pte Ganley, 4692; Lane, 6225; Thomson 

Senator David I. Walsh, as usual, ran far 
ahead of his ticket, polling 1503 against 
2935 for B. Loring Young. For Lieutenant

What the American Red Cross Has 
Accomplished During the Last 
Year 


In Porto Rico the American Red Cross 
has a half million homeless and destitute 
persons under its care, and in Florida there 
are 50,000 persons looking to it for assistance 
as a result of the tropical hurricane which 
swept out of the Caribbean Sea in September 
and cut a path of destruction over a fifteen- 
hundred-mile course. A relief fund of about 
$5,500,000 has been raised with which the 
organization is preventing intense suffering 
and in many instances actual starvation. 

During the organization’s fiscal year which 
closed June 30th it gave assistance following 
88 disasters, 66 of which were in this country 
and 22 abroad. 

Its workers in nearly 3,000 chapters in the 
United States have assisted an average of

40,500 service and ex-service men each 
month, helping them to settle government 
claims and pate hospital treatment and 
seeing that their families did not suffer while 
these claims were pending. At the same time 
Red Cross workers in camps and hospitals 
assisted an average of nearly 16,000 men 
each month and arranged during the year 
more than 22,000 recreation and entertain- 
ment events, 

Carrying on civilian relief activities only 
where there is no other agency to do it— 
mostly in small towns and rural sections— 
the Red Cross has assisted more than 
10,000 families during the year. 

In communities throughout the United 
States and in our Insular and Foreign pos- 
sessions, its 745 Public Health nurses have 
been fighting disease and suffering and 
improving the health standards of the nation. 
They have made more than a million visits 
to homes during the year to care for the sick 
and protect the well. 874,000 school children 
have been inspected and given assistance in 
having their physical defects corrected. 

Nearly 60,000 women and girls have been 
taught, in the organization’s Home Hygiene 
and Care of the Sick classes, how to give 
home care to the sick in their homes and how 
to prevent sickness by the proper care of the 
home and the family. 

In their fight against malnutrition, the 
cause of many physical defects in children 
and adults, the organization has given 
nutrition instruction to 128,000 persons of 
whom 122,000 were children. 

With 90,000 persons a year dying as a 
result of accidents, the American Red Cross 
is waging a nation-wide campaign to reduce 


months it has instructed more than 150,000 
persons in the United States in first aid for 
the injured, while the number of persons 
enrolled in its life-saving corps after receiving 
intensive instruction in methods for rescuing 
and reviving the drowning persons, has 
reachetl nearly 174,000. During the year it 
has also given more than 4,000 lectures and 
demonstrations for the furtherance of this 
campaign. 

In addition to helping with the adminis- 
trative and other phases of the work, Red 
Cross volunteers have during the year, 
produced more than a quarter of a million 
garments and two and a quarter million 
surgical dressings for use in disaster relief 
work and other contingencies. They have also 
transcribed 1,316 volumes into Braille, a 
system of raised lettering whereby the blind 
are enabled to read. Practically all Braille 
transcribing in this country is done by Red 
Cross volunteers. 

The American Red Cross makes no ap- 
neals for funds during the year except follow- 
ing great national disasters in which cases all 
funds contributed are spent for relief work in 
the disaster for which the appeal is made, 
This entire program of service is financed 
from membership dues obtained during the 
Roll Call. In addition to this the membership 
funds finance many relief operations follow- 
ing relatively small disasters in which no 
special appeal is made.

“A Tariff for ‘Trouble Only,’? Hughes 
Says of Underwood Act 

Charles Evans Hughes, former Governor 
of New York State, former Secretary of 
State of the United States, and former 

ustice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, spoke at St. {orph, Missouri, October 
23, in behalf of the election of Herbert Hoover 
This speech has long been awaited, as it 
comes from a man whom the entire nation 
has had a chance to study in the open for 
the past thirty years, He is a New York City 
bred man and speaks for the party and 
principles he represents, with the same 
authority that Alfred E. Smith does for his 
party. That they hold contrary views makes 
what they say of general interest. 

Mr. Hughes, in talking of the tariff, de- 
clared: ‘There has been a historic difference 
between the two parties in relation to the 
tariff, The historic policy of the Republican 
Party has been that of a protective tariff; 
that is, duties laid to protect American 
interests and to maintain the American 
wage scale and the standards of living it 
makes possible, The historic policy of the 
Democratic Party has been that of a tariff 
for revenue only. As long as I can remember 
this has been a major division between the 
parties. 

“Apparently nothing so irritates our 
opponents as to suggest that they plan a 
return to the conditions under the last Demo- 
cratic (Underwood) tarifi—a tariff for 
trouble only, 

“Governor Smith says that he means no 
harm,” declared Mr. Hughes, “He says 
that he wants to take the tariff out of politics. 
He is opposed to a general tariff bill. He 
wishes specific revisions based on the recom- 
mendations of an impartial tariff committee. 
That has a pleasant sound, But our experienc 
shows that his proposal is as impracticable 
as some of his other suggestions, 

“Tf history is clear about anything it is 
that you can’t take the tarilf out of politics, 
Congress has the power and will have its 
say, and what Congress does is necessarily 
in politics.”

Heretofore it required hours to thaw a 
frozen hydrant using a wood fire, while 
the new device accomplishes the same 
results in 30 seconds. 

Hicuway Dept. 

The new road on Salem street just re- 
cently completed facilitates traffic entering 
to and from Main street. Prior to relocating 
this section of the street, an acute angle on 
the southerly side impaired the entrance 
of northbound traffic to Salem street. 

Torr street was in a very dangerous 
condition and was rebuilt using the old 
material from the Salem street job. ° 

Bancroft road and Avon street were 
given a treatment of asphalt and tar during 
the month just passed. 

The Lowell Junction road from River 
street to Lowell Junction is now being used 
quite extensively because of a Dye Works 
at Lowell Junction. Last spring it was im- 
possible for big trucks to deliver materials, 
and the road has been reconditioned 
with ashes. In addition to this, the road has 
been widened at intervals to permit the 
passage of two cars. 

During the last month ashes have also 
been used to fill in dangerous ruts on the 
following streets—Brown street, Rattle- 
snake Hill road, Dufton road and Marland 
street. 

The planks on the Woburn street bridge 
that had rotted were replaced. 

The work on River road has been complete. 
Previous to the construction of this road, 
Chandler road from River road to Green- 
wood road, a section of Greenwood road 
and North street were scraped to put these 
roads in good condition so that they could 
be used as a detour during the construction 
of River road. 

Culverts on Summer street and Prospect 
Hill road have been repaired, water ways 
have been dug on Webster street, and the 
road has been filled in. A new pipe culvert 
has been installed on Cross street to take 
the place of an old stone culvert that caused 
trouble during heavy rains, A new culvert 
has also been installed on Argilla road. 

Installing the new pipe on Washington 
avenue made it necessary to fill in and roll 
part of that street, and in addition a treat- 
ment of 45 per cent asphalt has been applied. 

Gardner avenue and Stinson road have 
been filled in and rolled. Ruts and holes 
on Jenkins road, Vine street, Woburn street 
and Ballardvale road have been filled in, 
A number of bowlders have been removed 
from Vine street. 

The Lawrence Gas & Electric Co,, dug 
up Union street and Riverina road to install 
gas and electric mains, These streets have 
been repaired by employees of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the cost of this 
work has been charged to the Lawrence 
Gas and Electric Co, 

The work on Fletcher street has been 
completed, and stone-dust sidewalks have 
been constructed. The bids for curbing for 
this road were as follow

Essex County Agricultural School Notes 


County Agent Smith’s Report 

The annual report of the County Agri- 
cultural Agent, Francis C. Smith, was pre- 
sented Tuesday of this week to Director 
Smith of the Essex County Agricultural 
School at Hathorne. 

This report shows there were 674 total 
farm visits made on 397 different farms; 
182 persons called at the office; and 319 
telephoned the office on business. There 
were 1335 individual letters written, and 
72 form letters with a total distribution of 
28,176. This is double the number of last 
year. There were 92 meetings with an at- 
tendance of 3256. 


Alfalfa Demonstrations 

Four carefully planned fields have been 
seeded this year; one back of the Cooperative 
Farming Association Office; W. D. Bragdon, 
Methuen; Louis Bourdelais, Andover; and 
Fred Miller, Methuen. 

One corn silage variety test was conducted 
at the School to determine the best sorts 
to use in this county. This will be continued 
another year. 

A permanent orchard-pruning demonstra- 
tion is being conducted at Middleton on the 
Osborne Farm. 


Turkeys Breeders Organize 

The largest exhibit of turkeys ever held 
in New England was at the County Fair at 
Topsfield in 1928. The breeders held a 
banquet at Ipswich recently and organized 
the Essex County Turkey Breeders Associa- 
tion.

WORK OF VOLUNTEERS 
RED CROSS BACKBONE 


Men and Women Who Give Serv- 
ices Aid Greatly — Surgical 
Dressings, Knitting, Sewing 

Still Carried On. 


Thousands of women, who were 
first enrolled as Red Cross workers 
during the period of the World War, 
have never ceased in their labors for 
that organization, but still carry on 
knitting garments for disabled sol- 
diers, making dresses and layettes 
for children and infants, and giving 
hours of their time in the various 
volunteer activities of Red Cross 
work. Volunteer work by men also 
plays a large part in the organization 
of Red Cross. 

This volunteer work is the back- 
bone of Red Cross. Fully eighty-five 
per cent of the service this humani- 
tarian organization is able to render 
the public, through public heaith, 
American Junior Red Cross, service 
to disabled veterans of the World 
War, and the service men of the regu- 
lar establishment, and its many other 
activities, must fall upon the shoulder 
of the volunteer worker. Not only 
is this true of the national headquar- 
ters where such distinguished volun- 
teers are enrolled as Judge John Bar- 
ton Payne, chairman, and Miss Mabel 
Boardman, secretary of the Red 
Cross, and Col. BE. P. Bicknell, vice 
chairman in charge of foreign opera- 
tion, but also in every community 
where Chapter chairmen and other 
Men and women devote hours of their 
time to fostering and planning the 


valuable and humane work of Red 
Cross, so that it may be ever ready 
to serve in time of distress, catas 
trophe or great national emergency. 

In the year just ended, 253,000 gar 
ments were provided by Red Cross 
Chapters, including 1,399 layettes 
with nineteen articles each, for use 
in disaster areas. 

Women who rolled surgical dress 
ings ten years ago, with the help of 
new volunteers, still carry on this 
work for hospitals in their communi: 
tles, and for the Chapter’s stock, 
where a supply must be maintained 
to answer emergency calls. In the 
year just ended, the women made 
2,276,000 dressings. 

No type of volunteer work is more 
interesting or meets greater apprecia: 
tion from its beneficiaries than the 
distribution each December of Christ 
mas bags—one of which goes to 
every service man in the Army and 
Navy stationed on a distant post. 
Each year the request comes for mre 
bags, until for Christmas, 1928. Red 
Cross volunteers have been asked to 
provide 42,000. The bags, containing 
small necessities dear to a service 
man’s heart, go to the Philippines. 
China, Guam, Nicaragua and all the 
distant ports where Uncle Sam's men 
are stationed. 

Another service these volunieers 
perform, which has generally gripped 
the imagination of all who have come 
in touch with tt, is the transcription 
into Braille for the blind of hundreds 
of books. Need of certain types of 
books for the blind first came to the 
attention of Red Cross through the 
blinded veterans of the World War 
From work begun for the war blind 
with a few devoted workers. this 
transcription of books now Is being 
carried on by 1,029 Braille transerib 
ers, who during this year have hand 
copied 150,705 pages, and 348 titles 
have been completed.

“Inside ’’ Information 


Do you know Leaflet 28, ‘Lamb as You 
Like It”? It contains many suggestions on 
cooking lamb properly, and may be obtained 
for the asking from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Squash, as well as pumpkin, can be used 
for pie filling. As these pies contain eggs 
and milk, they must be cooked in a moderate 
oven. To prevent the crust from becoming 
soggy, prebake it until it is delicately colored, 
but not brown, before putting in the filling. 

There are no household methods of setting 
the color in a dyed fabric. The use of salt, 
vinegar, and other substances has been 
found to do absolutely no good. Dyes, 
however, are so much better now than they 
used to be, that it is usually satisfactory to 
try a sample of the goods you think of 
buying, and if it does not run when you 
wash it, or fade too much when exposed to 
sunlight, it may be considered reasonably 
fast in color. 

Canned pineapple can be served in a num- 
ber of appetizing ways when fresh fruits 
become scarce. Pineapple pies, tarts, and 
sauces for dessert are all delicious, Pine- 
apple and sweet potato baked in alternating 
layers makes a good vegetable combination. 
Fried sliced pineapple is often served with 
meats, just as apple sauce or fried apples 
or a tart jelly is served. A good winter 
preserve can be made from canned pine- 
apple and dried apricots. 


Outing flannel makes a good drip bag for 
fruit juice when making jelly. It is pre- 
ferred by some people to cheesecloth. 


_ Do not use overripe fruits for jelly-mak- 
ing. The acid content may be insufficient 
to make jelly and the flavor will not be so 
good as that of jelly made from just ripe, or 
underripe fruit. 


Prolong the life of shoes in wintertime 
especially those worn by men and boys 
without rubbers, by soaking the soles in 
a grease that will make them waterproof. 
The United States Department of Agricul- 
ture recommends several simple formulas 
for the purpose. 


Rice can be cooked in an open kettle in 
15 to 20 minutes. A large quantity of water 
should be used. As soon as a grain pressed 
between the thumb and forefinger is soft 
and has no hard portion in the center, the 
rice should Le taken from the fire, drained 
covered with a cloth, and allowed to steam 
until the grains swell and separate. 


; In cake recipes with a number of eggs, 
it is possible to substitute baking powder 
for one or two of the eggs called for, during 
the period of egg scarcity. Of course the cake 
will not be so rich as when all the eggs re- 
quired are used. Allow one-half teaspoon | 
of baking powder and two tablespoons of 
milk for each egg omitted. From half to | 
to two-thirds of the eggs called for should 
be used even when this substitution is prac- 
ticed. 


Getting More Variety Into School 
Lunches 
There is apt to be a discouraging same- 
ness about the lunches the children carry 


different kinds of bread once in a while? 
Use whole wheat, rye, or steamed brown 
bread sometimes in place of the usual white 
bread; or raisin, nut, or date bread, all of 
which are good with cheese filling or no 
filling at all. Or orange bread, made with 
chopped orange peel. For a change omit 
sandwiches and include biscuits, rolls, or 
corn bread, or oatmeal or bran muffins. A 
piece of cheese, hard-cooked egg, or a chicken 
drumstick may take the place of sandwich 
filling. The center of a roll may be hollowed 
out and filled with chopped meat or cooked 
fish seasoned with Mayonnaise. A small bag 
of crisp potato chips is liked occasionally, 
and, not too often, a piece of pickle. 

Salad fillings, including a leaf of lettuce 
and any preferred dressing, always help 
to make ordinary sandwiches more moist. 
Bacon and lettuce, ground peanuts mixed 
with cream, tomato with mayonnaise, cooked 
meat cake in thin flat slices are other good 
fillings suggested by the Bureau of Home 
Economics to vary the sliced cold meat that 
appears so frequently. 

Be sure to season all sandwiches with 
sufficient salt, and keep a small salt shaker 
with the lunch basket. Cut the bread era 
but not too thin, and spread it carefully 
on both sides so that the butter forms a 
coating that prevents the filling from soaking 
through. Don’t get the edges smeared with 
butter. Butter should be creamed before 
it is spread on bread for sandwiches, but it 
should not be melted, as that makes it soak 
into the bread.

Boston & Maine Net Income During 
September 


The Boston and Maine Railroad in Sep- 
tember earned a net income of $655,018, 
which compares with $714,304 in the same 
month of 1927. 

With a decrease in freight revenues of 
$136,078 and in passenger revenues of $119, 
311, total operating revenues showed a 
falling off of $296,056. 

Operating expenses showed a decrease, 
as against September, 1927, of $166,911,

You are hereby required on or before December 
1, 1928, to destroy the gypsy and brown tail moths 
on your property in this town. 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
132, General Laws, which requires cities and towns 
to destroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests 
of the gypsy and brown tail moths under heavy 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions of 
the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy stich eggs, 
caterpillars, pupae and nests, then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes a lien on the 
land. (Section 18, Chapter 132, General Laws, on 
reverse). 

The Selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizens who have cleaned their 
premises of the moths, but find their trees en- 
dangered by the neglect of owners of adjoining 
estates should make complaint to the Selectmen. 
The infestation of a residential neighborhood by 
the neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth should be destroyed 
at once with creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. Care- 
ful search should be made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees, but also on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which it is not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented. 
This is important. The present and future cost of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
etc, A few trees well-cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned ina 
stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the Local 
Superintendent, E, Burke Thornton or from the 
State Forester, Room 519, State House, Boston, 
Mass. 

Work done yy contractors should be inspected 
and approved by Local Superintendent before pay- 
ment for the same is made.

Cooperation and Peaceful Settlement of Labor Disputes Distinct Advantage over Old 
Methods of Conflict — Responsible Leaders of Industry and Labor Should 
Not Relax Educational Efforts Emphasizing Such Benefits 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
9, 1028 

“Our present prosperity is fully as much 
an effect of peaceful labor conditions as it 
is a cause of these conditions. It is true that 
labor troubles tend to diminish when wages 
are high and general business prosperous, 
which is the condition that has prevailed 
over the past five years. It is even more true, 
however, that business can only be trul 
prosperous when there is a conscious spirit 
of co-operation between capital and labor. 
Statistics show that the number of strikes 
and lock-outs have decreased 94 per cent 
from 1919 to 1927. When we consider this 
enormous burden that has been removed 
from industry our present prosperity appears 
as a natural consequence. Business cannot 
flourish when a heavy load of costly, waste- 
ful, efficiency-sapping strikes and lock-outs 
bear it down. Their blighting influence 
affects every industry and every family. 
Management, workers, stockholders, and 
the public share equally in paying their 
enormous cost. 

“One of the most encouraging signs for 
the continued prosperity of the country, 
therefore, is the fact that our labor troubles 
have fallen to the lowest level since 1914. 
In 1927 there were only 364,000 strikes or 
lock-outs compared with 4,160,000 in 1919. 
There is increasing evidence that the strike 
method of settlement of industrial disputes 
is on the wane. Moreover, the long-swing 
outlook is for declining labor troubles. It 
should not be assumed, however, that the 
millennium of industrial peace has come. 
If business should fall off severely labor 
disputes would increase. Also we shall have 

riods when capital and labor forget the 

lessings which co-operation has brought 
them and for the time being lapse into an 
attitude of greed and selfishness. Therefore, 
the responsible leaders of industry and of 
labor should not relax for a moment their 
educational efforts emphasizing the economic 
benefits of co-operation and peaceful settle- 
ment of labor disputes whenever they arise, 
as compared with the old method of conflict. 
Training of Foremen Highly Important 

“The man who comes in most direct 
contact with the workers in a manufacturing 
plant is the foreman. It is the foreman who 
can make or break the labor relations of 
any company. Hence, the problem of man- 
agement is to keep the foremen so interested 
in the broader principles of co-operation 
and efficiency that they will use their influence 
to the best advantage. Many plants have 
adopted the conference plan whereby fore- 
men meet together with the executives to 
discuss the ways and means of yegneing 
turn-over and increasing good will an 
efficiency. In many plants there are, foreman - 
training courses,’ which have been very 
successful. It is generally recognized that 
too heavy labor turn-over is very expensive. 
The cost of training new men is great. This 
does not mean that the foremen with the 
lowest turn-over is necessarily the most 
efficient, for a certain measure of change 
in personnel is almost invariably beneficial 
since it means the weeding out of the in- 
efficient. It is obvious, nevertheless, that 
the foreman who shows an unduly high 
labor turn-over in his department is some- 
where at fault and is costing the company 
money. In a recent study of the problem 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
pointed out several ways by which turn-over 
control can be exercised by the foreman. 
Five of these I consider of paramount im- 
portance, as follows: 

“1, Give a square deal. Do not show 
favoritism. 

“2 Take a personal interest in employees. 
Demonstrate this interest by seeing that 
each person receives all the benefits to which

he is entitled. Study men, their qualifica- 
tions, and their peculiarities to avoid misfits. 

“3, Develop leadership. Employees respect 
and stay with a leader who they feel is looking 
out for their legitimate interests. 

“4, Have a department promotion policy. 
Such a policy when generally understood 
will help to build up morale. Let employees 
know what they must do to be in line for 
promotion. 

“5, Adjust complaints and_ grievances. 
Clear up misunderstandings and false rumors. 
Many complaints can be handled without 
embarrassment to any one. Present manage- 
ment policies in an understandable way. 

“Above all the foreman should not grow 
careless in these respects simply because 
there is now an abundance of labor ready 
to replace those who are dissatisfied. By so 
doing he will build up a feeling of ill will and 
do the company great harm. 


Decreasing Immigration Helps Employ- 
ment Situation 


“Authorities generally are agreed that 
the maintenance of high wages and the 
present standard of living of the American 
workers is essential to the continuance of 
our Pig ties ge immigration inevitably 
tends to break down wages and reduce 
purchasing power, Hence, the 7 per cent 
decrease in immigration during the last 
fiscal year is a favorable factor in the general 
employment situation. Also the departure 
of aliens showed a sharp increase, leaving 
the net increase in population due to foreign 
entries 20 per cent lower than the year, 
previous. Immigrant competition, therefore 
should not prove a serious factor. 
Mergers as a Factor in Unemployment 

“Tn our mad rush for efficiency we should 
not forget that in the long run the world is 
tuled by feelings and emotions and not by 
figures. While it may work to the immediate 
efficiency and reduction of costs to dismiss 
long service employees when concerns are 
merged, it is extremely questionable whether 
the ill-will engendered by this process is 
justified by the immediate savings. Undoubt- 
edly the trend of industry today is toward 
consolidation, and oftentimes one of the 
results of such consolidations is the elimina- 
tion of the old and trusted employees who 
have helped to build up the individual 
companies entering the merger. Unless our 
industrial leaders give this matter the at- 
tention it deserves and try to devise ways of 
providing for these innocent victims of the 
Merger movement, the public may little 
by little acquire the idea that all mergers 
are inhuman and mercenary and against 
the public welfare. Such & public opinion if 
once engendered might conceivably react 
disastrously on industry and favor another 
period of ‘trust busting.’ This is a matter 
which deserves serious consideration. 

“Capital and labor should consolidate 
their gains. In the past five years more 
progress has been made toward mutual 
understanding of their common interests 
than ever before, It is up to both to dig in 
and consolidate these spiritual gains. Workers 
must keep constantly in mind that wages

can only be paid in a fair ratio to the othe? 
costs of production, and that if wages are 
unduly boosted in one industry the cost of 
production will be increased beyond the 
price that can be obtained for the product. 
The result, of course, is depression, not only 
in that industry, but in other related in- 
dustries. Workers must also clearly under- 
stand that only by increasing production 
and efficiency can more goods be made 
available at lower prices for all people. 

“Employers, on the other hand, must 
keep in mind that reasonably high wages 
are the only safequard to continued pros- 
perity and consequently continued profits. 
In this present period of abundant labor 
they should not become careless of their 
relations with their employees, nor use the 
labor surplus as a means of lowering wage 
standards. In some instances wage reduc- 
tions are unavoidable, owing to conditions 
in a given industry; but they should be 
resorted to only after every other expedient 
has been tried. The Babsonchart of business 
rele now stands at 4 per cent above 
normal.?” 


‘Inside’ Information 


Sirup from canned fruit or sweet pickles 
may be combined with the pulp or pomace 
left after extracting fruit juice for jelly, to 
make a fruit butter of good flavor. 

Either beet or cane sugar may be used 
for jelly-making. A proportion that gives 
good results with fairly tart, underripe fruits 
is three-fourths of a cup of sugar to one cup 
of fruit juice. 

Neglecting to boil the jelly glasses may 
cause fermentation of the jelly after a few 
weeks in some cases, Scalding the glasses 
with hot water is not so good a precaution 
as boiling them. 

Season your fuel wood. It makes more 
heat and saves time and worry in the home 
In order to season rapidly, wood should be 
piled, or “ricked up” in narrow, long piles 
exposed fully to sun and wind and protected 
against rain. A woodshed is an excellent 
investment, particularly if built with a 
good overhanging roof and with an open or 
stripped section all the way around a foot 
or two higher than the floor to provide for 
air ventilation. 

For rather novel sandwiches or thin bread 
and butter for afternoon tea make some 
orange bread, The flavor is given by the 
cooked peel of 2 oranges. This is cut into 
shreds, covered with water and cooked for 
about 20 minutes, or until tender and then, 
drained. Next cook the peel in a sirup made 
of one cup of sugar and one half cup of water 
until there is only about one tablespoon of 
the sirup left. Sift together 3 cups of flour, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, and one half 
teaspoon salt. Cut in one tablespoon of 
butter and add one well-beaten egg and one 
and a quarter cups of milk. Beat this mixture 
for about 3 minutes. Stir in the orange peel 
and mix thoroughly. Pour in a greased bread 
pan and bake for one hour in a moderate 
oven,

GOAL OF RED CROSS 
ANNUAL ROLL CALL 
5,000,000 MEMBERS 


Disaster Relief and Work for Vet- 
erans Cause Heavy Drain 
on Resources. 


——_— 


In order to enable the American 
Red Cross to carry on its broad activi: 
ties, ranging from service to the world 
war veteran to instant response in 
time of disaster, 4 membership of 
5,000,000 should be enrolled, and in this 
year of 1928-1929 that is the goal set 
for the twelfth annual roll call, to be 
held from November 11 to 29, Armis 
tice to Thanksgiving Day. 

John Barton Payne, chairman of the 
American Red Cross at Washington, 
in calling upon the nation for 5,000,000 
adult members, directs attention to 
the great expenditures required of the 
Red Cross for disaster and veteran re: 
lief work, and for its many other ac 
tivities devoted to health preservation 
and improvement and to cutting down 
the number of accidental deaths, 
through life saving and first aid 
courses. 

“The Red Cross should at all times 
have a large reserve fund,” Judge 
Payne stated, “because when disaster 
strikes, and this organization is called 
into instant action, there is no time to 
stop and raise funds. Dollars may 
mean lives, so we should have at all 
times a good reserve. We have been 
forced each year to draw upon our 
reserves, and we find that the de 
mands are increasing annually.” 

Judge Payne pointed out that in the 
fiscal year of 1927-28, the Red Cross 
had extended aid in 66 major catastro- 
phes in the United States and its 
insular possessions, and in 22 nations 
abroad. This does not include the 
West Indies hurricane disaster in 
Porto Rico and Florida, which oc 
curred after the close of the Red Cross 
fiscal year, June 30, 1928. 

The Red Cross expenditures for dis 
aster in that period were $16,544, 
258.87, of which approximately $13, 
000,000 was expended in the Missis: 
sippi Valley for the flood relief work, 
which came from a fund contributed 
by the public. More than $1,000,000 
was expended in the St. Louis tornado 
damage, and more than $1,000,000 in 
New England. In both cases public 
relief funds were raised, although in 
New Fngland the Red Cross contribu- 
ted in excess of $500,000 from its own 
funds for the relief work. In the ma 
jority of the other 66 disasters, and 
in all of the 22 foreign catastrophes 
in which the Red Cross extended aid, 
the money came from its own re: 
sources. 

The largest item in the annual bud- 
get of the Red Cross is for its veteran 
relief and work for disabled ex-service 
and service men, upon which it ex- 
pended in this year $1,169,795. 

Every man and woman is asked by 
Judge Payne to join the Red Cross 
during the roll call period, to aid in 
these humanitarian enterprises. 


Ten years after the Armistice, the 
American Red Cross still carries on 
for the world war veteran, providing 
comfort and entertainment for him 
in hospital, aiding his family where 
necessary, preparing and following 
through his claims for insurance, 
compensation or disability. 


America holds the Red Cross em: 
blem sacred because it represents a 
universal helpfulness—a service to all 
citizens—without regard to race, color 
or creed. 


Fifty nations fly the Red Cross flag 
For all it carries the symbolic mean 
ing of help in time of distress; 
health preservation; disease 
tion, and international co-operation 
in humane effort, which recognize: 
no frontier, no difference in languag: 
but only merciful help for all men. 
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The teachers of the Bradlee school will be 
in charge of the whist party to be held in the 
school Friday evening.
